Systematic efforts are 
tieing made 
in AdauiN county to 
tight the jiear 
blight which is affecting the apple 
and quince tree** and 
the grape leaf 
Mea lieetle which is destroying grujie 
vines. 
Ernest F Pieieo. state orchard in 
spector for York and Adams counties, 
states that the pro|*er method to pur­ 
sue for the suppression of 
the pest 
blight is to cut it off and burn every 
leaf, cutting several inches hack of the 
injury. 
He also says that the tools 
used in the cuttingsbould lie sterilized 
to each cut, us should also the exposed 
surface 


Mr. 
Fierce 
further 
recommends 
diluted formaline and bichloride of 
mercury (corrosive sublimate) tor the 
sterilization ct the tools. 
The solu 
tion should he (Hit per cent. 
It is 
the opinion of Inspector Pierce that i 
the present outbreak of the blight is 
due to weather conditions. 


The brown aud black slugs on the 
underside of grape leaves are probably 
the larvae of the grape leaf Sea lieetle, 
according to "Mr. Pierce. 
He says it 
may lie treated with emulate of lead so 
as to strikethe underside of the leaf. 
This is a g en tia l,he says.aa it may limit 
the crop of adult beetles which attack 
the growing shoot** in the 
following 
spring.

Aa an evidence of the cordiality of 
the king s reception thousands were 
still assem bled 
around 
Buckingham

It require# three things to make a 
great country—the right kind of peo­ 
ple, productive lands and means of 
communication and transportation, says 
Curtis Hill, state highway englnear of 
Missouri. Fix your attention upon the 
road question from the standpoint of 
communication 
and 
transportation, 
with the highway aa an important part 
of the transportation system. 
Draw a mind sketch In which im­ 
agine yourself making a large map of 
your state. 
On this map draw lines 
representing the railroads and mark 
the tonnage* of freight carried by them. 
Then draw a second set of different 
colored lines representing the water­ 
ways and mark the tonnage of freight 
carried by them. in still another color 
make a third set of lines to represent 
the public wagon roads and mark 
thereon the tonnage of freight moved 
over them. 
Note the comparison In 
tonnage transported and you will tee 
that the proportion moved over the 
highways originating In the state ex­ 
ceeds either of the others. 
This map will also show that, while 
the railways and waterways touch 
upon some farms and communities, the 
highways reach them all. Then Is not 
the highway an important factor in 
the system of transportation, as im 
portent aa the railway or waterway? 
It requires them all—highway, water­ 
way and railway—to make up the com 
plete system of transportation, and the 
very basis of this transportation ays- 
tem is the highway. 
If we assume that road building Is 
to make use of natural materials in 
such a manner as to produce the Im

tain bankers In Minnesota have pro 
moted It very actively, their room ier 
elal lntareat In farm properties aud 
people leading them to do so. 
They 
have found that of 435.000 school chil 
dren. educated at a cost of 914.OUO.OUU 
annually, few er than 1,800 attend agr! 
cultural schools. 
In a state which ha* 
only 
ooe-tblrd of the tillable laud 
within Its 84.000 square miles under 
cultivation over 90 per ceiit of the 
children a rt being trained to be con­ 
sum ers and only four tenths of 1 per 
cent to be producers.

school system, even in the country, 
was thus found to be educating chil­ 
dren away from the farm s, "spoiling 
good farm ers and not making good 
city men.”

T rain­ 
ed supervision is the correct principle 
with which to carry on any business 
"R egular" might be substituted for 
‘‘trained." t*e<-au*e lf a road official is 
found to l*e suited for tbs work and la 
retained regularly al his work be be­ 
comes a 'trained or skilled" road man 
A capable man in such an office will 
see that tile work la done right, pro 
lect the county against unscrupulous] 
contractors, open the road drains and 
prevent the roads from being used for] 
artificial farm drains. 
After they are built good roads must 
be taken care of. 
One great defect in 
our road work la the lack of main!# 
nance—more correctly, the lack of a 
proi*er system for maintenance.

be continually building them up. 
Any kind of road gradually wear*] 
out, aud this loss moat be replaced or 
the road will gradually go down.
